Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  immediately  before  the  first  reading. 
If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progi’ess  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof.

Drainage  By-law  No.  1,  1947. 


A  By-law  to  provide  for  draining  Parts  of  Sections  35  and  36,  Block  6  North,  Range  1  East, 
New  Westminster  District,  and  Parts  of  District  Lots  261  and  283,  New  Westminster 
District,  of  the  District  of  Pitt  Meadows,  and  for  borrowing  on  the  Credit  of  the  Munici¬ 
pality  the  Sum  of  $3,800'  for  completing  the  same. 

Provisionally  adopted  on  the  25th  day  of  October,  1947. 

WHEREAS  a  majority  in  number  and  value  of  the  owners,  as  shown  by  the  last  revised 
assessment  roll  of  the  property  hereinafter  set  forth  to  be  benefited  by  the  drainage, 
have  petitioned  the  Council  of  the  said  District  of  Pitt  Meadows,  praying  that  the  said 
property  be  improved  by  draining  the  same: 

And  whereas  thereupon  the  said  Council  procured  an  examination  to  be  made  by 
Mr.  McGugan,  of  the  firm  of  Burnett,  McGugan  &  Hunter,  being  a  person  competent  for 
such  purpose,  of  the  said  locality  proposed  to  be  drained  and  has  also  procured  plans  and 
estimates  of  the  work  to  be  made  by  the  said  McGugan,  and  an  assessment  to  be  made  by 
him  of  the  land  and  roads  to  be  benefited  by  such  drainage,  stating  as  nearly  as  he  can  the 
proportion  of  benefit  which,  in  his  opinion,  will  be  derived  in  consequence  df  such  drainage 
by  every  lot  or  portion  of  lot,  the  said  assessment  so  made  being  the  assessment  hereinafter 
by  this  by-law  enacted  to  be  assessed  and  levied  upon  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  hereinafter 
in  that  behalf  specially  set  forth  and  described,  and  the  report  of  the  said  McGugan  in  respect 
thereof  and  of  the  said  drainage  being  as  follows : —

“Re:  Pitt  Meadows  Drainage  Scheme  No.  1. 

“  In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  we  have  made  the  necessary  surveys  and  levelling 
in  Sections  35  and  36,  B.  6  N.,  R.  1  E.,  and  in  Lots  261  and  283,  Group  1,  N.W.D.,  and  have 
prepared  plans  of  the  area  benefited,  and  an  assessment  roll  setting  out  the  benefits  derived, 
copies  of  which  accompany  this  report. 

“We  are  confident  that  the  work  outlined  on  the  accompanying  plan  will  give  a  large 
measure  of  drainage  on  the  area  set  out.  We  are  also  assessing  a  portion  of  Lot  261,  which 
lies  north  of  the  C.P.R.,  as  we  believe  the  proposed  works  will  intercept  a  large  portion  of 
the  water  which  formerly  flowed  to  this  area  in  a  northerly  direction.  We  cannot  drain  this 
area  directly  without  lowering  the  culvert  under  the  C.P.R.  and  we  do  not  believe  this  to  be 
economically  sound. 

“  The  greatest  degree  of  benefit  will  accrue  to  the  owners  on  the  Harris  Road  and  to 
those  east  of  said  road.  A  large  degree  of  benefit  will  also  accrue  to  all  the  owners  on  the 
Ford  Road.

And  whereas  the  said  Council  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  drainage  of  the  locality  as 
described  is  desirable: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  said  Corporation  Council  of  the  said  District  Municipality 
of  Pitt  Meadows,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Municipal  Act  ”: — 

1.  That  the  said  report,  plans,  and  estimates  be  adopted,  and  the  sqid  drain  and  the 
said  works  connected  therewith  be  made  and  constructed  in  accordance  therewith. 

2.  That  the  Reeve  of  the  said  district  municipality  may  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the 
corporation  of  the  said  district  municipality  the  sum  of  three  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars 
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($3,800),  being  the  funds  necessary  for  the  work,  and  may  issue  debentures  of  the  corporation 
to  that  amount  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  each,  and  payable  within 
three  years  from  the  date  thereof  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  and  one-half  per  cent. 
(414%)  per  annum,  such  debentures  to  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Bank  of  Montreal, 
Haney,  B.C.,  and  to  attach  to  them  coupons  for  the  payment  of  interest. 

3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  sum  of  three  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars
